The  likely  line-up 
is  Banovic  in  goal;  Yzendoorn  and  Tansey 
fullbacks;  Bannon  and  Provan  central 
defence;  Campbell,  Taylor  and  Rooney 
midfield;  and  Cole,  Paton  and  Buljevic  up 
front.  The  side  is  brim-full  of  internationals 
of  the  past,  present  and  future.  (If  you  listen 
to  Rale  Rasic,  Branko  Buljevic  and  Jim 
Rooney  still  qualify  in  all  three  categories.) 

Should  any  of  this  formidable  line-up 
be  missing  through  injury  or  other  cause 
we  could  see  Andrew  Bozikas  in  action. 
He’s  no  slouch  either. 

In  a  team  so  replete  with  internationals 
it  is  more  than  a  little  surprising  that  the 
darling  of  the  Heidelberg  supporters  should 
not  be  one  of  them.  He  is  Paddy  Bannon, 
the  man  with  a  highly  educated  left  foot, 
greying  hair  and  incredible  courage.  He 
comes  from  a  family  of  footballers;  two  of 
his  brothers  have  played  top  football. 

Anyone  who  lets  Paddy’s  grey  hair  fool 
them  is  in  for  a  surprise.  His  performance 
against  South  Melbourne,  arch  rivals  of 
his  club  for  donkeys’  ages,  was  masterly. 
It  earned  him  ten  points  from  a  possible 
ten  in  the  eyes  of  “Soccer  Action”.  It  also 
earned  him  a  place  in  that  paper’s  P.S.L. 
Team  of  the  Week. 

Branko  Buljevic  is  another  old  stager 
who  still  has  admirers  prepared  to  push  for

a  spot  for  him  in  the  Rudi  Gutendorf  squad. 
He  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  skilful 
ball  players  Australia  has  had.  He  favours 
the  left  wing  spot  and  while  he  does  he  is 
assured  of  a  run  in  the  Heidelberg  side. 

Jim  Tansey  isn’t  exactly  an  old  stager 
but  he  has  had  plenty  of  experience  at  top 
level  in  Australia.  Jimmy  Shoulder  used 
him  repeatedly  and  he  has  made  a  big 
impact  on  Rudi  Gutendorf.  His  co-fullback, 
John  Yzendoorn  was  in  the  Australia  ‘B’ 
team  for  the  final  selection  trials  at  the 
I.S.C.  So  was  striker  Gary  Cole,  the 
giant  Londoner  who  is  starting  to  win  back 
the  confidence  that  deserted  him  early  this 
season. 

Unfortunately  we  are  not  likely  to  see 
Theo  Selemides,  one  of  the  Young 
Socceroos.  He  did  very  well  in  Paraguay 
but  is  in  dispute  with  Heidelberg  at  the 
moment.  He  is  immensely  skilful  and  every 
lover  of  the  code  would  be  glad  to  see  him 
back  in  harness  again. 

Another  of  the  Heidelberg  stars  is  Jim 
Rooney,  the  tiny  colossus  of  our  last  World 
Cup  campaign. 

Jim  Rooney’s  midfield  partner,  Jim 
Campbell,  has  flocks  of  admirers.  He  was 
in  brilliant  form  until  injured  in  the  match 
against  South  Melbourne. 

Better  to  stop  there  perhaps.  It  isn’t  the 
aim  of  the  programme  to  make  United’s 
task  look  too  formidable.

O.K.,  I  know  everyone  is  saying  that  we 
have  dried  up  on  the  goal-front,  and 
they  are  right.  But  the  goals  will  come  I 
am  sure  of  that.  I  am  equally  sure  that  we 
are  now  on  the  verge  of  having  a 
championship  winning  side  in  Newcastle. 

We  have  proved  over  the  last  few 
weeks  that  we  can  compete  on  equal 
terms  with  the  best  in  the  League  and 
believe  me  that  is  a  remarkable  performance 
in  less  than  two  (2)  years.  Defensively, 
we  are  consistent  and  are  creating  chances 
on  a  ratio  of  5  .  1  with  other  teams. 

For  sure  we  need  a  top  class  goal 
scorer  but  we  are  working  on  that.  May  I 
suggest  that  you  look  at  the  Youth  in  the 
side  who  have  gained  invaluable 
experience  in  the  League  this  Season: 
Malcolm  McClelland,  Brett  Cowburn, 
Joe  Senkalski,  Arno  Bertogna,  Neal 
Endacott,  Peter  Willis  and  remember 
Jim  Preston.

Surely,  we  need 
experience  such  as  Bill  Summerscales, 
Col  Curran  and  earlier  Ian  Seddon  gave 


us.  And  of  course,  our  own  Kenny  Boden 
who  gave  us  that  little  bit  of  magic. 
However,  the  basics  are  there  and  the 
consistency  is  beginning  to  show  and  with 
an  extra  two  (2)  or  three  (3)  players  we 
will  go  places. 

Talking  of  a  second  team  as  we  hope 
to  have  next  year  to  develop  our  Youth 
Players,  brings  up  the  question  of  what 
we  are  looking  for.  Obviously,  it  is,  nice 
to  win  Youth  Games  and  that  goes  for  all 
Junior  Games  as  well  but  the  main 
function  for  a  second  team  and  the  use  of 
young  players  is  to  develop  them  to 
become  First  Team  Players,  and  that 
will  be  our  main  aim.  Results  at  that  level 
are  unimportant  provided  the  players  are 
learning  and  gearing  themselves  to 
become  First  Team  Players. 

A  fit  squad  is  vital  for  us  at  this  stage 
of  the  competition,  but  unfortunately 
Bill  Summerscales,  Jim  Preston  and  now 
David  Jones,  who  scored  a  fine  goal 
against  Sydney  Olympic,  are  on  the 
injured  list.  Still,  we  are  hoping  that 
they  will  respond  to  treatment.  We  are 
still  in  the  League  with  a  chance  and  last 
week-ends  hard  earned  point  keeps  us  there. 

It  is  a  vital  game  today  for  us  against 
Heidleberg  and  I  rate  this  Melbourne 
team  as  good  as  any  team  in  the  League. 
We  are  obviously  looking  for  two  (2) 
points  and  hope  that  we  can  get  them. 
As  well,  we  will  be  out  to  provide  you 
with  a  good  game.

Before  to-day’s  attendance,  91,702  had 
attended  the  nine  premiership  matches  played 
at  home  to  give  an  average  of  more  than  10,000 
for  each  match. 

Add  to  that  aggregate  figure  the  16,475  who 
have  been  present  at  KB  United’s  three  matches 
in  the  Philips  Cup  played  at  the  International 
Sports  Centre  and  the  grand  total  is  108,177. 

It  is  a  remarkable  —  indeed  almost  astound¬ 
ing  —  figure  but  demonstrates  clearly  the  great 
impact  KB  United  has  on  Northern  sports 
followers.

American  Soccer  League  almost  coos  with 
satisfaction  when  reporting  that  the  Indy 
Daredevils,  one  of  the  top  ASL  teams,  had 
an  aggregate  attendance  of  46,512  for  its  12  home 
matches  —  an  average  of  3,876  for  each  match. 

“The  overall  attendance  averaged  2,630  for 
matches  in  1978”  states  the  report  in  reviewing 
the  North  American  Soccer  League  competition. 
“And  that  is  an  increase  of  four  per  cent  on 
1977.  The  attendance  goal  at  which  the  league 
is  striving  is  6,000  a  match  with  a  steady  increase 
after  that.”

ANCIENT  DEFENCE  ART  DISPLAYED 


An  art  of  self  defence  known  in  Korea  for  more  than 
1300  years  will  be  demonstrated  by  members  of  the 
Rhee  International  Tae  Kwon  Do  during  the  half-time 
break  in  to-day’s  match. 

It  is  the  Tae  Kwon  Do  which,  translated  means  the  art 
of  hand  and  foot  fighting.  Known  as  T’ae  Kwon  when 
started  during  the  Silla  dynasty  the  modern  form  of  the 
ancient  art  was  founded  by  a  general  in  the  Korean  Army, 
Choi  Chong  Hi  and,  since  April  1955,  the  Martial  Art  has 
been  officially  known  as  Tae  Kwon  Do. 

It  is  the  scientific  use  of  the  body  in  methods  and  means 
of  self  defence  —  a  body  that  has  gained  the  ultimate  use 
of  its  facilities  through  intensive  physical  and  mental 
training. 

Tae  Kwon  Do  has  proved  very  popular  in  Australia  and 
is  taught  in  more  than  120  centres.  Gradings  are  conducted 
by  Mr.  Chong  Chul  Rhee,  who  is  known  as  “The  Father 
of  Tae  Kwon  Do  in  Australia”.  He  is  a  highly  qualified 
international  instructor.

UPSURGE  OF  INTEREST 

The  great  break  in  State  Soccer  con¬ 
trol,  started  by  the  four  coalfields’  clubs 
-  Aberdare,  Cessnock,  Kurri  Kurri  and 
Weston  —  in  1927-28  was  followed  by  a 
great  upsurge  of  interest  in  the  code, 
particularly  in  the  North. 

The  standard  in  the  South  was  con¬ 
tinually  advancing  as  shown  in  1928 
when  Gladesville-Ryde  was  runner-up  to 
Cessnock  in  the  premiership. 

The  final  points  in  a  series  of  20 
matches  were:  Cessnock  32,  Gladesville- 
Ryde  28,  Aberdare  25,  Kurri  Kurri  21, 
Woonona  20,  Weston  19,  Metters  17, 
Wallsend  16,  Granville  16,  St  George  15, 
Annandale-Leichhardt  1 1 . 

Mr  Jim  Pringle,  of  the  Chelmsford 
Hotel  at  Kurri  Kurri,  donated  a  cup  for 
competition  on  a  knock-out  basis. 

It  was  won  by  Aberdare  after  it  had 
to  meet  Kurri  Kurri  five  times  (eight 
hours,  10  minutes  of  Cup-tie  football) 
before  qualifying  to  meet  Weston  in  the 
final.  The  scores  in  the  matches  were 
0-0,  2-2,  1-1,  1-1,  1-0. 

Aberdare  defeated  Weston,  two-nil,  in 
the  final  at  Cessnock. 

Before  the  season  ended  the  found¬ 
ling  State  League  was  invited  by  the 
Queensland  Soccer  Association  to  send 
a  team  to  Brisbane.  The  tour  was  made, 
despite  the  strenuous  efforts  of  the  Aus¬ 
tralian  Association,  which  was  markedly 
opposed  to  the  State  League,  to  prevent 
it. 

At  the  same  time,  Corrimal  resigned 
from  the  State  Association  and  sought 
affiliation  with  the  State  League. 

Two  North-South  matches  were 
played  to  help  State  League  finances. 
The  first  was  at  Gladesville-Ryde  Club’s 
ground,  the  North’s  team  being:  H. 
McKissock  (Aberdare);  E.  Hodge  (Cess¬ 
nock),  J.  Beddow  (Kurri  Kurri);  H.  Otto 
(Cessnock),  C.  Coutts  (Kurri  Kurri), 
C.  Thomson  (Weston);  C.  James  (Kurri 
Kurri),  T.  Vials  (Wallsend),  A.  Walker 
(Wallsend),  J.  Mannion  (Weston),  J. 
Wilkinson(Cessnock).  The  Southern  team 
won,  six-three. 

The  return  match  was  played  at  Wes¬ 
ton  and  again  the  South  won,  two-one. 


The  North’s  team  for  that  match  was: 
McKissock;  Hodge,  D.  Rees  (Wallsend); 
C.  Thomson,  J.  Taylor  (Cessnock), 
E.  Mitchell  (Aberdare);  C.  Williams 
(Cessnock),  P.  Lennard  (Cessnock),  J. 
Mannion,  A.  Park  (Kurri  Kurri),  R.  Cole¬ 
man  (Wallsend). 

The  Southern  team’s  attack  was  led 
by  the  former  Adamstown  Rosebuds’ 
centre-forward,  Garvin  (‘Massa’)  Russell. 

The  season  of  1928  had  brought  the 
firm  establishment  of  the  State  League 
but  greater  things  were  to  come. 

Membership  of  the  State  League 
increased  from  11  clubs  to  14  in  1929. 
In  a  ballot  for  the  three  vacancies,  Adams¬ 
town  Rosebuds,  Corrimal  and  Canterbury 
were  elected. 

The  inclusion  of  Corrimal  meant  a 
weekly  match  on  the  South  Coast. 

However,  the  great  disappointment 
was  the  failure  of  New  Lambton  Chat- 
rocks  to  gain  a  place.  Two  Northern 
clubs  voted  against  its  election  and  gave 
their  votes  to  Canterbuty  instead.  It  was 
a  most  short-sighted  decision. 

It  almost  certainly  led  to  the  loss  of 
Hobart  Park  as  a  top  Soccer  centre.  Had 
it  gained  inclusion  it  was  assured  of 
support  to  make  it  a  powerful  club.  In¬ 
stead,  New  Lambton,  where  the  first 
representative  match  in  Newcastle  was 
played  in  1885,  gradually  faded  from  the 
Soccer  scene. 

The  1929  premiership  provided  a 
great  struggle  for  top  place  between 
Cessnock  and  Kurri  Kurri.  Each  finished 
with  41  points  from  26  matches.  The 
State  League  decided  to  follow  the  Eng¬ 
lish  Football  League  system  and  decide 
the  issue  on  averages. 

Cessnock  had  scored  111  goals  and 
conceded  42  for  an  average  of  2.642. 
Kurri  Kurri  scored  125  goals  and  lost 
51,  its  average  being  2.454.  The  title 
went  to  Cessnock. 

There  were  moves  for  a  play-off 
between  the  coalfields’  teams.  It  would, 
no  doubt,  have  created  an  Australian 
record  for  attendance  at  a  Soccer  match 
to  that  time  but  the  State  League  refused 
to  budge  from  its  decision  in  relation 
to  averages.  It  was  a  well-intentioned  but 
misplaced  plan  and,  in  the  long  run,  most 
costly. 

One  result  was  to  bring  about  the 
gradual  fading  of  Kurri  Kurri  as  a  power¬ 
ful  Soccer  force  and  centre.  The  club 
did  not  recover  from  the  disappointment 
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of  the  premiership  decision.  To  make 
matters  worse,  Kurri  Kurri  had  developed 
a  new  ground,  Gould  Park,  for  which  it 
had  a  9 9 -year  lease,  near  North  Kurri 
Kurri  railway  station.  But  interest  faded 
and  the  ground  was  lost. 

Cessnock  won  the  State  Cup,  defeat¬ 
ing  Wallsend,  five-two,  in  the  final.  But 
the  attendance  was  much  below  expect¬ 
ation,  it  seeming  that  the  public  was 
displaying  its  displeasure  at  the  State 
League’s  premiership  move. 

Soccer,  at  this  stage,  was  the  major 
football  code  in  the  North  but  those 
in  control  did  not  look  too  far  ahead  and 
failed  to  consolidate  the  position  they 
had  won. 

Little,  or  no,  effort  was  made  to  ex¬ 
ploit  the  double  success  gained  by  Cess¬ 
nock,  even  in  its  own  district,  in  the 
major  competitions  conducted  by  the 
State  League. 

With  such  a  fine  talking  point  so 
readily  available  nothing  was  done  to 
counter  the  move  to  form  what  became 
the  well-organised  and  properly  conduct¬ 
ed  Cessnock  Rugby  League  Club. 

A  serious  economic  depression  was 
approaching  but  plans  to  make  Soccer’s 
path  easier  were  scanty  and  adopted 
haphazardly.  Many  topline  players  were 
forced  to  leave  the  North  for  Sydney 
and  the  South  Coast  where  work  was 
available. 

Soccer,  even  at  that  stage,  was  still 
in  the  box  seat.  In  Newcastle  and  the 
South  Maitland  coalfields  there  were  1 27 
well  equipped  teams  from  senior  division 
to  the  Under  14  Grade. 

There  were  also  51  teams  still  loyal 
to  the  NSW  Association,  one  of  which 
was  West  Wallsend.  But  its  top  players 
moved  to  other  clubs  — Clarrie  Coutts, 
Frank  and  Bill  Coolahan  to  Adamstown, 
H.  (‘Bunny’)  Muir  and  S.  Wood  to  Wes¬ 
ton,  C.  (‘Wagga’)  james,  “Podge”  and 
Henry  Maunder  to  Kurri  Kurri,  Les 
Brown  and  Ernie  Richardson  to  Wallsend. 

The  1930  season  was  one  which 
caused  deep  and  almost  endless  concern 
although,  in  many  ways,  it  was  a  success. 


The  depression  affected  all  sport  but 
hit  the  State  Soccer  League  heavilv 
because,  by  that  time,  the  League  had  be¬ 
come  a  semi-professional  undertaking. 
Clubs  had  gone  to  the  limit  of  their 
financial  resources  in  making  bids  for  lead¬ 
ing  players.  The  heavy  expense  of  inter¬ 
city  travel  and  the  demands  by  players, 
many  of  whom  lacked  work,  added  con¬ 
siderably  to  the  burden. 

Adamstown  Rosebuds  won  the  pre¬ 
miership  with  40  points,  followed  by 
Gladesville-Ryde  39,  Cessnock  36,  Wall¬ 
send  35,  Leichhardt- Annandale  34,  Woo¬ 
nona  29,  Weston  29,  Aberdare  27, 
Metters  24,  Kurri  Kurri  24,  Granville  19, 
Corrimal  16,  Canterbury  6,  St  George  3. 

The  Rosebuds  emulated  Cessnock’s 
effort  of  the  previous  season  by  winning 
the  State  premiership-Cup  double.  In  the 
Cup  final,  at  The  Homestead  ground  at 
Weston,  where  Adamstown  won,  two-nil, 
the  teams  were:  —

With  the  depression  continuing  in 
1931  clubs  could  not  meet  travelling 
costs  for  the  intercity  competition.  The 
State  League  had  no  option  but  to  in¬ 
troduce  a  two-section  competition,  each 
of  10  teams  in  the  North  and  South.  But 
more  of  that  in  a  subsequent  issue.
